As the Sacramento Valley rides out the final month or so of one of 


the hottest summers ever, in my memory at least, my mind returns to the 
issue of where to or not to locate the ham station/servicing area.

Dear BA'ers, 


It was Chistmas time in the summer aboard the ship this weekend or another 
way of putting it - it rained BA's. Last week HMCS Toronto arrived for a 
brief visit and her decks were laden with 30 cases of "goodies" all destined 
for Haida. It was with great anticipation that I arrived on the jetty on 
Saturday and found no less than 9 pieces of radio equipment. Here are the 
treasures: 


3 ea AN/URR35 UHF receivers 
4 ea TED3 Transmitters 
AN/UPD501 Centimetric Direction finding receiver with power supply. 


The receivers will make good backup units in case any of the existing units 
fail and three out of four TED transmitters were urgently required to fill in 
the holes in the rack space in Radio 3. 


In addition to the above, I also received another UPD501 receiver from Tom 
Brent a military collector in Vancouver. I have been searching for the UPD501 
for years and two of them arrive 3 days apart! Isn't that how it always 
works. That's the good news. Now for the not so good news. All of the 
components which might have even contained microgram traces of PCB's were 
removed from both UPD501's by the navy. The power supply in particular, was 
just a metal 'carcass'. Even the CRT was removed from one of the units! This 
is a prime example of government regulations gone absurd, however, I am still 
very happy to have an example to put on display. Whenever I can locate a 
manual, I will attempt to cobble together a working unit. From the masking 
tape on one of the cases, I can see that this technology of the early 1950's 
was still in use as late as 1991 and fitted aboard ships as late as 1994. 


With this new lot of acquisitions, there are only 5 pieces of equipment which 
are lacking in the radio system. Four of these are crypto units which we will 
likely never receive so I'm not really counting them. I had always been 
wondering which would be the last piece of ‘real' radio equipment left on the 
search list. It turns out to be the AN/SRC 501 transceiver (2 to 4 Mhz ; 12 
watts). The 500 series is Canadian. I've asked this question in the past and 
perhaps someone new to the list might have an answer. Was there a piece of 
gear in use by the US military forces named AN/SRCxxx which dovetails with 
the above description? 


The restoration itself is on schedule and the main body of work will be 
completed by 1996 season's end. I will be writing the last chapter of the 
restoration effort for the BA archives in November of this year. This will be 
the conclusion to a major project which started in 1992.

Just met Kevin Gray from the Los Angeles area. He's with the 918th 
Bomb Group Memorial Association, a group of re-enactors who don WW2 
flight gear and present static displays at air shows. His "position" 
is in the radio room, he's an audio engineer and the only guy on the 
"crew" who knows anything about electronics -- I think you know where 
that is leading. I just helped him complete his SCR-274-N gear to 
build a display (static display, for the moment), and he already has 
the BC-375/BC-348 liaison gear. His answer to the critical question

I believe he has a 
buddy with a pristine BC-191, and probably a black SCR-274-N set, that 
he'd like to sell. (Is it interesting enough for you yet? <grin>) 
There may be other gear available, as well. 


You can contact Kevin at (818) 895-9205 if you have the tubes he needs, 
or would like to discuss the other gear.
